Buuquets of rich flowers were 
placed at the seats of Mrs. Cleveland and 
Mrs. McKee. The service of cut-glass and 
china used was that for which Mrs. Harrison 
gave the order, and in the decorations of 
which she was especially interested. The 
border is of Prussian blue and yellow with 
gold with the seal of the United States in the 
center of each plate. The idea of a white and 
green dinner was Carried outin the ices and 
bon-bons. Those who sat at the table were: 
President Harrison, Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
McKee, and Prefident-elect and Mrs, Cleve- 
land.

IROQUOIS AND COOK OOUNTY OLUBS 
REACH THE OAPITAL. 


Short Hairs Have the Advantage Over 
Their More Stylish Brethren, and Cause 
Them Many Hungry Moments—Dasso's 
Gang Quartered in a Deserted Gambling 
House, While the Braves Are Sheltered 
in Palace Cars—Incidents That Brought 
Grief to Some and Gayety to Others. 


Wasaineron, D. C., March 3.—[Special.}— 
Eighty silk umbrellas and ag many pairs of 
oshes sheltered the silken hats and silken 
iery of the delegation from the Iroquois 
club of Chicago. The braves were five hours 
late, tired, and hungry. But the belated 
braves did not blame the railroad, They at- 
tributed their troubles to the County De- 
mocracy, whose train turned up with a hot- 
box on the other side of the mountains. It 
was a trifle disappointing to them that dark- 
ness prevented them from displaying to proper 
advantage their fine apparel and gorgeous 
badges, 

The march to the Arlington from 
the railroad station was quite flat, 
because the rain was falling on the heads of 
the drums of the Second Regiment Band, and 
the pace was set to a sound that resembled the 
blows of a pugilist on a training band.

Engineer Wallace Says the Proposed Addi- . 
tion Is a, Temporary for 
World's Fair Traffic and 
Lies Within the Company’s U ispated 
Right of Way—Commissioner Kuhns 
Thinks the Railroad Is Encroaching on 
City Property—Policemen on Guard. 
For some time past quiet preparations have 
been in progress by the Iilinois Central rut 
road to extend its network of tracks éastward 
to the Lake-Front piers between Monroe 
street and Park row. The road-bed had been 
graveled and prepared and ties &nd rails had 
been distributed along the way ready to be 
placed in position and gangs of men were on 
hand to lay the new tracks. But no permit 
for track-laying had been issued, nor even 
asked for, and Commissioner Kuhns, hearing 
of the work and the rather surreptitious man- 
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ner in 
Police Department to keep watch on the mys- 
teridus movements of the railroad officials 
and to permis under no conditions any 
additional tracks to be laid unless 
it should otherwise be advised by him. There- 
upon à detail of police officers was made to 
watch the proceedings along the Lake-Front 
and no attempt to do anything beyond 
handling and distributing ties and rails has 
been made by the railroad laborers. Two 
policemen have for the last two or three 
nights patrolled the road-bed and other offi- 
cers and city inspectors have watched the 
place by day. 

| Yesterday afternoon everything was quiet 
along the route of the proposed lines of 
tracks and the policemen walked over the 
ground without meetinganybody. The gangs 
of track layers had disappeared and there was 
not an indication outside of the piles of ties 
and rails that the railroad company had con- 
cluded to occupy more of the Lake-Front ter- 
ritory. Butthe work of track-laying would 
have been vigorously under way had it not 
been for the interference of the police. 

New Tracks Planned For. 


A peculiar thing about this work is that few 
of the Illinois Central chief officiala know 
anything whatever about it. A reporter for 
Tun Trisune went through the general offices 
yesterday and could get no infofmation until 
he struck the Chief Engineer of the road, Mr. 
Wallace. 4 

Mr. Wallace admitted that thecompany was 
preparing to lay a series of tracks east of its 
present nes for World's Fair traffic, but in 
doing so, he said, it was infringing on no ter- 
ritory not its own. The road, he said, Bas 
200 feet of right of way at that point which 
has never been disputed by the city or other 
authority ana it ie now about to utilize it to 
accomtnodate the public during the continu- 
ance of the Exposition. The tracks to be laid 
are to be but temporary ones and will proba- 
bly be of no use to the company after the 
close of the Fair. The Exposition managers 
requested. the Illinois Central long ago to 
make preparations for handling 30,000 people 
an hour, and that could never be done with 
the present facilities. Ihe tracks to be built 
will be used exclusively for running fast ex- 
cursion trains from Van Buren street to the 
Midway plaisance terminal, and without in- 
terfering with suburban or the regular pas- 
senger trains. 

There has not been anything secret in the 
project to lay these tracks, Mr. Wallace said, 
and fur some time it has been well understood 
-by most of the city officials. Commissioner 
Aldrich was aware of the intentions of the 
company and so was City Engineer Clarke. 
As the railroad has an undwputed right of 
way of 200 feet between Randolph 
street and Park row be could got ste 
why any objection should be offered 
to temporary tracks and a Van Buren street 
terminal for the World's Fair business. 

Shows a Diagram, 

A-diagram of the proposed tracks, their ex- 
tent and location, was showa by Mr. Waliace. 
He said he had it prepared to be sent to the 
Commissioner of Public Works for his infor- 
mation. The sketch of it, which is printed, 
shows five tracks, but Mr. Wallace says only 
three will probably be laid. With the diagram 
he sent Commissioner Kuhns the following 
letter:

Congress had placed the Exposition in,a dual 
character, As far as it was to be an Exposi- 
tion for the pleasure and protit of the people 
it was intrusted to a local corporation in order 
that the United States might neither have the 
advantage of a pecuniary success nor the dis- 
advantage of pecuniary loss, But at the same 
time, inasmuch as it was a World’s Exposi- 
tion, it was necessary for the United States to 
be an intermediary between the Exposition 
and the people of foreign lands.

A sole-leather trust with a capital stock of 
$100,000,000 is soon to head the long list of 
combines which of recent years have been 
launched upon the public. In ite magnitude 
it is to exceed even the sugar trust.

largest firms, which have $20,000,000 or more 
invested in the have been working 


quietly since the beginning of the year on an 
organization which is to control the output 
and prices of.oak-tanned leather. Members 
of the organization guard its workings with 
the utmost secrecy and declare that they can- 
not talk about it. A telegram received in 
this étiy yesterday from an Easterm firm in- 
terested in the sole-leather business stated 
that the organizers of the combine have 
already encountered a “snag” in the form of 
the anti-trust law, and it may be for this 
reason that sole-leather men object to talking 
for publication. 

The statements of the firms that are sup- 
posed to be interested in the sole-leather trust 
are that its object is to reduce expeases and 
the cost of manufacture, but buyers of sole 
leather are inclined to doubt them. Within 
the last month prices of sole leather have ad- 
vanced from 1 to 8 cents a pound. Sole- 
leather dealers say this is due to the fact that 
many tanneries shut down last June. Buyers 
are skeptical about this and declare that, while 
it is true many tanneries ceased to operate 
last June, hides were put into vate by the 
packers, and that now there is as much 
leather on hand as there ever was. 

When the tanners decided to suspend opera- 
tions last summer Chicago packers were 
forced to tan their own material. because, as 
a superintendent of one of the largest firms 

ut it, something had to be Gone with the 
ides, for we could not sell them or eat them.”’ 
Now it is intimated that age, a half million 
sides of leather are held by Chicago packers 
alone.

Sole leather is tanned by three proc- 
esses—by oak bark, by hemlock bark, or by 
a mixture of hemlock and oak barks. The 
latter is called the union process and 1s in 
use by the majority of the tanners. The 
largest tanneries are in Northern: New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Maine, There are a few 
tanneries of importance in the West, mainly 
in Wisconsin, Michigan, and Illinois. 

The conditions surrounding the sole-leather 
business are particularly favorable for a com- 
bination of ealers. As cattle are not 
killed for the value of their hides, but for their 
meat, the hide market would be difficult to 
corner. No more cattle would be killed 11 
hides were 18 cents a pound than if they were 
selling at from 8 to 10 cents. The sole-leather 
business in the last five years, the tauners 
say, has not been profitable. Some of them

Judge Tuttle rendered 
a decision sustaining the demurrer and dis- 
missing the petition with leave to amend. 
Complaints have been made to the State 
Board that this school is merely an advertis- 
ing medium.

Contractor Campbell by His Evasive An- 
swers and His Admissions Creates the 
Impression That He Is Responsible to 
the Owner for the Fallure te Support 
the Walls After the Fire of Jan. 11~— 
Inspector Ludwig Testifies That He Had 
Nothing to Do with the Permit. 


The York building disaster investigation fol- | 


lowed a new lead yesterday with a prospect of 
shifting the blame to a hitherto unknown 
source. Murdock Campbeli, a contractor and 
builder, furnished the clew to this line of in- 
vestigation and by his evasive manner of an- 
swering questions as well as by some of his 
admissions, created the impression that he 
was directly responsible to the owner of the 
building for the failure to support and protect 
the walls of the York building after the in- 
terior had been destroyed by the fire of Jan. 
11. He was forced to admit that some sort of 
arrangement exists between Mr. York and 
himself by which he is to receive 10 per cent 
of the cost of clearing away the débris of the 
fire, but theugh asked repeatedly just what he 
was to do for this money he always dodged 
the questions and made some. sort of an evasive 
answer. From others it was learned; however, 
that he was to superintepd the work of clear- 
ing away the débris and to do everything nec- 
essary for the protection of the standing walls 
and of the public. 

His connection with the work is considered 
im portant in view of the fact that Inspector 
Ludwig reported to the Building Department 
that the clearing away of débris from the in- 
terior of the ruin was constantly weakening 
the north wall which afterward did the dam- 


Thought the North Wall Safe. 

When placed upon the stand his first state- 
ment was that he had been employed by Mr. 
York to adjust the inswrance on the building. 
The insurance adjusters, he said, had found 
the north wall firm, straight, and plamb, and 
as an expert builder he himself considered the 
wall little dam He declared he had ex- 
amined it socarefully that he knew the coping 
on the north wall was not even cracked. The 
wall stood eighty feet high, and there was no 
tall structure near it. With a view of ascer- 
taining just how carefully the examination 
was made he was asked how he knew the 
coping was not cracked, and replied that he 
looked up at it from the ground. 

„Who was reconstructing the building?” he 
was asked. 

“Tnat matter was entirely in the hands of 
Mr. Vork,“ he replied.

CANADIANS DO NOT LIKE THE CABINET. 


Premier Thompson's Selections Not Favor- 
ably Received in the Dominion. 

„Sir John Thompson in selecting his Cabi- 
net has failed to show the force and original- 
ity displayed by Mr. Cleveland in forming a 
Cabinet which, with one possible exception, is 
believed by Canadians to be one of the strong- 
est Cabinets in American political history,’’ 
said Dr. C. La Chapel of Toronto, Ont., at the 
Great Northern yesterday. “Unlike Mr.

The Call Comes from the West an 
~—Trade Is Reported 
but Collections Are Slow—Speculative 
Interest in Wall Street Is Deadened by 
the Maneuvering of the Professionals— 
Holdings of Grain as Learned by Brad- 
‘street's Are Heavy. | 
New Yorx, March 3.—R. G. Dun & Co,’s 
weekly review of trade says that the great 
feature for the last fortnight has been an un- 
usual demand for money from the West and 
South, which has drawn large sums from New 
York, and telegraphed’ reports show that 
while money is tight at only one or two small 
pointe there is a strong demand at Boston 
and Detroit, at Chicago, where the drain from 
the West is heavy, and at Milwaukee, and a 
fair demand at St. Joseph, whilé money is 
fairly easy at Cleveland, in light demand at 
Philadelphia and Kansas City, and also easy 
with light demand at Mobile and New Or- 


leans. 

The large withdrawals from this city under 
these circumstances are by many attributed 
to distrust of speculative operations here. 
The situation is to a large extent waiting on 
the action of the new administration, but it is 
evident that a better feeling has prevailed 
during the last few days, and rates here, after 
rising from 4 to 6, have fallen to 5 per cent. 

Though the weather curtails trade at Boston 
the feeling is confident. Philadelphia — 
excellent prospects for lumber. Trade in 
paints, oils, glass. and naval stores quiet: but 
fair in shoes, good in paper, and satisfactory 
m carpets, while in knit goods business is the 
best for years. Pittsburg reports better trade 
in iron, with good demand for finished prod- 
ucts and fair prospects for hardware. At 
Cleveland trade is fairly good, the rolling- 
mills are full of orders, and there ig bromise 
of brisk trade in lumber. At Cincinnati the 
dry goods trade is 15 per cent better than last 
year. At Detroit the outlook is good. At In- 
dianapolis the bicycle trade is er than a 
year ago. 

Chicago trade is interrupted by the weather 
and local strikes, but is large in volume, 
especially in real estate, and 2 of flour, 
barley, wool, cheese and wheat show a large 
increase over last year, though in hides, 
dressed beef, lard, hogs, and rye a decrease 
appears. The weather hinders trade at Milwau- 
kee and at St. Paul, collections being slow, but 
trade is fairly good at Omaha, ater than 
last year at St. Joseph, shows activity at Kan- 
sas City, and at Denver iq fair, Southern 
points generally report some improvement, 
especially Louisville, Chattanooga, Little 
Rock, Memphis, and Knoxville. | At Colum- 
bus trade is dull and at Atlanta quiet, at 
Charleston fertilizers are active, and at Mobile 
and New Orfeans building trades are active, 
though general trade 
expectations.

NEW ORLEANS ICE COMPANIES COMBINED. 


English Capitalists Join Local Stockhold- 
ers in Forming a Syndicate. 

New OnLzaxs, La., March 3.—| Special.! 
A syndicate has been formed for the purchase 
of all the ice factories in this city.. The South- 
ern, the Consumers’, and the Municipal com- 
panies have already passed into the hands of 
the syndicate, and negotiations are about 
completed with the Crescent and New Orleans 
companies. The investment will require more 
than a million doilars, which has been put up 
by foreign capitalists in conjunction with New 
Orleans men interested in the ice business. 
All the local stockholders who desire to retain 
their stock will be taken in by the syndiegte. 
The plants purchased will be improved and 
enlarged, and every one will be run to its full- 
est 2 during the summer. N. D. W 
lace, ident and General Manager of the 
Consumers’ Ice company, will be General 
Manager of the consolidated concern. The 
syndicate expects to save money by closing 
several of the factories in the winter. 


Wyoming Cattle in Prime Condition. 


Currenne, Wyo., March 3—({Special.}]—A. A. 
Spaugh. & prominent cattleman of Converse 
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Vanderbilts Planning to Secure Control of 
the Fitchburg—This Move but a Prelim- 
inary One, It Is Believed, Toward the 
Control of All the Great Systems of 
New England—Parson’s Road Likely to 
Be Crushed by the New Haven and the 
Fiteh barg—Morgan’s Prophecy. 

New York, March 38.—|Special.|—Four or 

five years ago Pierpont Morg; 
way said to the Executive of the New 
York Central, or to some members of it, that 
all that Albert Parsons needed to do was to 
‘build a new railway about 100 miles long to 
connect with the Fitchburg railway, and then 
he would have a great trunk line and would 
be a powerful rival of the New York Central, 
not only for local but for far Western traffic 
through his Canadian alliances, both at Buffa- 
lo and Ogdensburg. Parsons was before that 
an unknown man, with a head something like 
Jay Gould, and a little of the manner of 
Gould, quiet, large-eyed, persistent, and 
secretive, and he had made out of a little 
railroad in Northern New York State, almost 
as though he had waved a magic wand over 
it, a ‘system which had paral- 
leled the Vanderbilt line from Utica, 
which commanded the St. Lawrence, was lov- 
ingly embraced by the Canadian Pacific and 
Grand Trunk systems, and with a single link, 
as Mr. Morgan said, of about 100 miles in 
length could also have gained an entrance to 
New England and found water privileges at 
Boston. Mr. Parsons and the Vanderbilt peo- 
ple, when they came together, were ready for 
a bargain, and tne old gentleman, who was 
old only in years, proved quite equal te the 
Vanderbilt representative, got a fine bargain, 
while they took his system in exchange. It is 
likely that this experience then suggested to 
the Vanderbilts that the time was at hand 
when they should control the Fitch- 
burg railroad. Some weeks ago, when 
it was reported in this correspondence 
that the plans of the Vanderdilts took in now 
the entire New England railway system, men- 
tion might have been made of the Fitchburg 
had not confidences been at that time imposed 
upon me. The Vanderbilts, using the word as 
a generic term for those interests which con- 
trol the New York Central and its allied prop- 
erties extending far into the West, have looked 
for some time upoa New England as Bona- 
parte did upon Holland—as nevessary to the 
perfect development of the Vanderbilt sys- 
tem, just as Holland was fer the safety and 
prospeiity of France. 
I think the news that some mysterious in- 
terests are beginning to negotiate for the 
Fitchburg stock and securities is published 
prematurely, at least miuch sooner than those 
who are looking into this property desire to 
have it made public. So far as Mr. Morgan 
and his New Haven interests are concerned 
the Fitchburg property is far more important 
to them than the New York and New En- 
gland. Mr. Parsons, whose exploitg of 
two years ago were so brilliant, had 
taken this property for the purpose 
of so developing it that he would be able to 
sell it to somebody at a profit, just as he did 
the Rome and Ogdensburg system to the Van- 
derbilts. But he found that was impossible. 
The New Haven, with its recent purchase of 
the Old Colony, is pressing the New England 
in front and on the flank just as Grant pressed 
Lee. Now come the Vanderhbilts seeking to 
get possession of the Fitchburg, and when 
they do that their position will resemble that 
of Sherman’s army in the early part of 1865. 
Between these two systems it seems inevitable 
that the New England property must be over- 
come and must fall ah easy prey to those Who 
are directing what seems to be superb railway 
strategy and who have enormous capital and 
the highest credit at their backs. 


What Will Become of New England. 


It is probable that when these maneuvers 
are determined the New York and New En- 

land railroad will become a sort of second- 

and local feeder to the greater New England 
lines. It is impossible to see how the Boston 
and Maine can long escape this strategy, and 
with that controlled the Vanderbilts will pos- 
sess every railroad system in New England, 
excepting the Central Vermont, which will 
certainly, also pass under their control. These 
consolidations and conquests by great railway 
generals are ant == so vast in mileage as 
was Jay Gould’s Missouri Pacific system 
after he finished it, or Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé, or a few of the other great * 
consolidations whose systems stretch west 
from Chieago. Yet it is by long odds the 
most considerable of recent railway maneu- 
vers m the East, and it represents, or

LIVED A GOOD AND GENTLE LIFE. 


Work Done by Lady Grisell Baillie in the 
Karly Part of the Century. 

It is sometimes well for women who live in 

the hurried present to turn back and take a 


lesson out of the book of the life of some 


gentle woman whose existence was quietly 
passed amid more peaceful conditions than 


those which influence their own, 


A memoir of Lady Griseil Baillie, recently 


published, emphasizes in a striking. manner 


changes that the last fifty 
years of the nineteenth century have 
brought about. Lady Grisell Baillie was 
born in 1822. She was the daughter of Mr. 
George Baille of Mellerstain, in Scotland, a 
fine type * a Scottish laird, and was tne 
youngest of eleven children. The love of

family, and especially of ner parents, was so 


str cg an emotion with Lady Griseil as to 
deter her from marriage, although her re- 
markable beauty naturally brought ber many 
offers. . But stronger than her love of family 
was her religious feeling. 

The influence of such a woman, had she 
been born thirty years later, might bave been 
diffused’ over the entire English-speaking race. 
As it was, that influence was concentra 
upon her own people at Mellerstain and Dry- 
burg, although, as years went by, its scope 
became wider. Public recognition—which no 
one of Lady Grisell’s character could escape 
tolday—came to her at the end of her quiet 
life of well-doing. She was appointed in 1888 
to be first deaconess of the Pres-

byterian Church, and in + November, 
1891, she accepted an invitation to pre- 
side and deliver an address at the conference 
of the Women’s Guild in Edinburg. It was 
Lady Grisell’s first speech in public and her 
last, for she died a few weeks after her return 
home. Before fulfilimg the engagement Lady 
Griseil had said: My life is so full just now. 
God seems to be giving me so much to do for 


him that I cannot help hoping the time of rest
